Colored Laborers

Quentin Starling, who moved 
375 colored laborers to New 
York last summer by truck to 
work in bean fields, is moving 
an even greater number this 
summer. Of the 375 taken north 
last summer, 373 returned to the 
Everglades with Mr. Starling in 
the fall, 2 remaining on the job 
in the north throughout the year. 

Mr. Starling plans to move 
1200 this summer. Thirteen| 
truck Joads have already left in 
the last two weeks and 12 more 
truck loads will leave this week. 
They will all be employed as 
bean pickers on one project in 
central New York. Outside of 
the Everglades this is said to be 
the largest bean growing section 
in the United States. 

All labor will be given free 
transportation there and -back 
and free living quarters during} 
their stay during the summer 
harvesting of snap beans. Work 
will be continuous as fancy 
beans will go to market and the 
surplus to the canneries. 

While much of the labor is 
going from the Glades, Mr. 
Starling has recruited laborers 
from Homestead to Delray

The amount of money which.the average American 
will have left after he pays his taxes will grow smial- 
ler, The present Federal tax program is designed 
to drastically reduce public purchasing power, as well 
as to reduce needed revenue. 

‘As.a result, many families will be in a difficult po- 
sition when faced with some inescapable special ex- 
penditure. Sickness is an example of that. The tax; 
drain will take from millions of families excess money | 
that should be used for doctor, dental and hospital | 
bills. 

It has been proposed that Congress recognize this 
fact, and write into the tax laws a provision whereby | 
the individual can deduct money spent for medical | 
eare, in making up his income tax statement. 

Such a provision would serve two excellent ends. | 
First, is would be a definite contribution to better | 
public health. Second, it would ‘undoubtedly increase | 
government tax revenue. People who are unable to} 
pay medical bills usually have small means, and their 
tax payments are minor. It they were induced to pay 
those bills, the money would go to doctors who are}
